Henry is very disturbed by the Agency's bad press and wants to help 
counter it.

SUBJECT : Request for Continued Protection of 
Documents Involved in the Litigation: 
Case of the Meeropol Brothers 


1. Action Requested: Your signature is requested on the attached statement 
certifying that continued protection of the identified documents is required. 


2. Background: These thirty-four documents are involved in ongoing litiga- 
‘tion pursuant to the original 1975 FOIA request of the Meeropol brothers for 
information about their parents, Julius and Ethel Rosenberg, and for information 
about various people related to the Rosenberg Case (IPD Ref. F-75-144). 


3. Reason That Extension of Classification is Necessary: Information in 
these documents would Iead to the identification of intelligence sources, to a 
foreign liaison relationship, to intelligence methods including cover, and to 
certain CIA organizational data. The specific organizational data that would 
be jeopardized include the location of CIA installations overseas, the names 
of CIA employees, pseudonyns, cryptonyms, and the identification of internal CIA 
organizational components. It is reasonable to conclude that the release of the 
information contained in these documents could cause serious damage to the 
national security and the placing of certain persons in jeopardy. A copy of the 
documents is available for your review if desired. 


4. Recommendation: It is recommended that you sign the certifying statement.
